(a) providing said eukaryotic cell, said cell comprising a first DNA segment, said first 
DNA segment comprising an attB sequence according to SEQ ID NO:l or a 
derivative thereof, an att? sequence according to SEQ ID NO:2 or a derivative 
thereof, an attL sequence according to SEQ ID NO:3 or a derivative thereof, or an 
attR sequence according to SEQ ID NO:4 or a derivative thereof; 

(b) introducing a second DNA segment into said cell, wherein if said first DNA 
segment comprises an attB sequence according to SEQ ID NO:l or a derivative 
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
